AN  ACT  TO  LEGALIZE  THE  ACTS  OF  THE  CJOUNTT  COUET  OP  ALLE- 
CrHANY  AND  OTHEB  COXTXTIES  IN  THE  STATE  HELD  IN  THE 
MONTHS  OF  APRIL,  MAY  AND  JUNE,  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT 
HrNDKKD  AND  SIXTY-KIGHT. 

Preamble.  Whkrkas,  There  was  a  term  of  the  county  court  held  in 

Alleghany  county  beginning  on  Monday,  twenty^seventh 
daj'^  ot  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight, 
and  in  other  counties  of  this  state  during  the  months  of 
April,  May  and  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  after  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  ot  the  convention 
ratified  the  fifth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight,  entitled  an  ordinance  respecting  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  state,  and  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  present  constitution ;  and  wkereaSy  The  acts  ot 
the  said  term  of  said  couri  are  of  doubtful  validity,  tlierefore^
